This proceeding of the Captains, fills the Council and the whole Ships-Company too, with ſtrange fears and jealouſics, they know not what to think or ſay 3 but whatſoever the 

ſimple ſort mutter, the wiſer do conclude the Captain is Real and Cordial in his proſecution of the Conſpirators, becauſe he hath alwayes profeſſed himſelf to be a Chriſtian, and the

» the Captains Lady, &c, Belides, they have a Diſpenſation from the Mufti, and are allowed to conceal their Religion 3 yea, 
in order to the ſaving of themſelves and carrying pang their Deſign, to take any Teſts or Oaths that are impoſed upon them. 


Yet notwithſtanding (which is to me a Myſtery) the Conſpirators are much emboldened. The other day they had the Confidence to treat with ſome of the Diſcoverers to let 
fall their Proſecution, to make a Recantation, and promiſed them great Rewards for their ſo doing. And to invalidate the Evidence of the firſt Diſcoverer, they raiſed ſeveral... 
Scandals upon him 3 Yea they had ſuborned a Moor that waited upon him to ſwear that he would have Buggered him in his Cabbin. Nay, they had the Face to invent and feign a 
new Plot 3 which was, that the honeſt Saylors were about to make head againſt the Captain, and to run away with the Ship to the Commonwealth of Venice. The Lieutenant (ent 
a ſpruce forward Seaman to the Captain with an Information about the Sham-plot : which was at firſt believed,but it was ſo ſimply managed,that every Tarpaxlin could ſee through it. 

For at that time the Captain had ſeveral of the Mahomitans, who had been in the former Conſpiracy, to betray the Ship, Priſoners in the Gun-room. One of which, having the 
Liberty for his Wife to come and ſee him aboard, who was a Woman that pretended to great Cunning and Deſign, ſo ordered it, that a Creature of hers was by the Lieutenant re- 
commended to the Captain to be by him new liſted in the Ship. To him this Woman, by the Advice of a certain Confident of hers, who was eſteemed a great Midnight Sorce- 
reſs or Enchantreſs among the Mahometany gives full Inſtruftions, and for his better Confirmation orders him to conſult with an Arabian, an Intimado of hers, who pretended to 
have great Knowledge in the Stars, who gave him full Aſſurances of Succeſs. The Scaman thus furniſhed, comes to the Captain and informs againſt one of the Midſhip-men, that -. _ 
he had contraband s concealed inhis Cabin, and detires Liberty to ſearch. Which being granted, he privately conveighs a Packet of Letters into the Midſhip-mans Bed-cloaths, 
and then finding them himſelf, when none of the reſt of his Aſſiſtants could, he cry'd out Treaſon, Treaſon, againſt the Captain. The Midſhip-man was then gone a Shoar apon 
{ome particular Buſineſs of his own z but upon his Return finding the whole Ships Company in an Uproar, and all ready to fling him overboard, he was at firſt in no ſmall Diſtra- 
Ction 3 till at | being informed by ſome that were his Friends, of the Occation, as he was an old tenced Seaman, and not ealily daunted, he reſolv'd to goand appear be- 
fore the Captain himſelf, and juſtifie his own Innocency. The Captain heard him with much Patience, as being one that he had never found faulty before, and therefore was not wil- 
ling to condemn over haſtily. At length,after a firict Examination of the Buſineſs, the Midſhip-man fo well acquitted himſelf, and render'd ſo invalid the Teſtimony of the new Sea- 
man, that inficad of being lookt upon himſelf as a Conſpirator againſt the Ship, the new Seaman was adjudg'd to have dealt falſely, and was thereupon by the Captain committed 
to, the Bilboes, till he diſcovered the Authors, Abetters, and Contrivers of the Deſign againſt the Midſhip-man, which had it taken effe&had involv'd moſt of the honeſt Scamen in 
a molt deſiruQive Treaſon, to the greateſt Advantage of the Mabometans. But as Treaſon ſeldome thrives, it fell out at Length ſo happily, that the new Seaman, touch'd with Re- 
morce of Conſcience, moft ingeniouſly confels'd the whole Matter, that he had moſt treacherouſly abus'd the faithful and true hearted Sailors, impos'd upon the Mildneſs of the Cap- 
tain, and that he was ſet on Work by ſome of thoſe that were the Principalls in this general and moſt deteſiable Conſpiracy of the Algerines themſelves. | 

In this diſtreſſed poſture we abide, and ſee no hope of Deliverance. A day or two ago, ſome Merchants who have a conſiderable adventure aboard the Ship, addre(sd themſelves to the 
Captain, and prayed ( in moſt humble manner )) that he would conſider of the preſent danger they were in, and ſuffer the Council to fit, to find out a way ( if it were poſlible ) to _ 
prevent their utter Ruin. He bad them meddle with what belonged to them,they ſhould let him alone to govern the Ship; who was as ſollicitous about her Safety as the beſt of themall, 

The Saylors alſo were about a Petition to. the ſame purpoſe, which coming to the Captains ear, he expreſs'd his diſlike of it, which very much ſaddens the Hearts of the Saylors. 

I remember how they received the Captain when he came firit aboard; they oft up their Caps, and cryed, God bleſs the Captain, we'l live and dye with him, one and alll,' ec. | 
And ſtill they have that Reſpect for him , that they vow if he be taken away by any undue means, they will revenge his Death upon all the Mzhometans aboard the Ship. And in- 
deed there is no great Fear of them : for they are but few in Compariſon. The great Fear is that the Algerines, the next fair Wind, will fall upon us in our Harbaurz and to ſpeals 
the Truth, we are but il] provided to defend our ſelves. But yet the Ship is as ſtout a Ship as any Sails the Seas, and we are very well mann'd. And the Seamen are full both of
